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Cardinal Farley Academy Closing Its Doors 


CAMPUS SOON TO BE VACATED 


RHINECLIFF 
Cardinal Farley Military Academy, over­ 
looking the Hu dson at Rhinecliff, will cease 
operation at the end of the Spring semester, 
according to'annou ncement made today by the 
Board of Tru stees. 
Decreasing enrollment over the past five 
years was held responsible for the closing of the 
facility which is designed to accommodate 300 
boarding stu dents bu t has a present enrollment 
of 123. 
Less than a dozen stu dents each from Ul­ 
ster, Du tchess and Greene cou nties will be af­ 
fected. The balance of the stu dent body is from 
areas ou tside the Mid-Hu dson Valley. Several 
members of the facu lty are from the Ulster- 
Du tchess area however. 


No determination by the board has been 
made as to the eventu al u tilization of the prop­ 
erty which is located on the historic thou sand 
acre ‘‘Ellerslie” estate which once belonged to 
Levi P. Morton, vice president of the United 
States, Minister to France and Governor of 
New York State. 
The original Morton mansion which once 
hou sed the school was destroyed by fire in 
1950 and since then seven new bu ildings have 
been constru cted. 
Considered one of the finest edu cational 
plants in the area, the main campu s stru ctu res 
inclu de three modern dormitory bu ildings, a 
new administration and classroom bu ilding, ex­ 
tensive indoor pool and gymnasiu m facilities. 


Camp Ellerslie, a su mmer boarding and day 
camp that had operated at the academy for the 
past three years will also not open this year. 
The Academy is a military institu te with 
honor rating in the Ju nior ROTC program. Ac­ 
credited by the 'Middle States Association of 
Colleges and Secondary schools, it is a member 
of both the National and New York State As­ 
sociations of Independent Schools. 
Fou nded in 1942 bv Francis Cardinal Spell­ 
man and the Congregation of the Christian 
Brothers, it is an au tonomou s corporation. 
Located on Morton Road, the estate was 
donated to the Archdiocese of New York by 
Gov. Morton’s dau ghter, Helen to be u sed for 
edu cational pu rposes.

grasp of lu nar gravity today 
'and sped on toward a Thu rsday 
morning orbit of the moon.

She was assured, however that 
she didn’t have tuberculosis.

Discussio n at Gardiner Meeting 
On Pro po sed Sno wmo bile Ruling

A lengthy discu ssion of a p ro­ 
p osed 
snowmobile 
ordinance 
dominated 
Tu esday 
night’s 
meeting of the Gardiner Town 
Board. 
A su ggested ordinance was 
deliv ered to the board by Jack 
Wheeler, head of a citizen’s 
adv isory committee set u p by 
the board to stu dy the matter. 
The ordinance closely followed 
one recenly adop ted by the 
Town of Shawangu nk. 
The p rop osed ordinance, which 
wou ld restrict the u se of town 
roads to residents o f Gardiner 
and their gu ests, wou ld allow 
snowmobiles to u se the ex treme 
right hand side of the road, 
wou ld declare all town roads 
“u ncongested 
and 
safe’’ 
for 
snowmobile trav el, and wou ld 
sp ecify that snowmobiles mu st 
y ield the right of way to all1 
p edestrians and cou ld not p ass 
any mov ing v ehicle. 
Su p erv isor George Majestic 
raised the q u estion of enforce­ 
ment of the ordinance and the 
ex tra ex p ense incu rred by the 
town for the p osting of signs as 
req u ired by state law. 
Ju stice 
Warren 
McDowell 
took issu e with the p hrase “u n­ 
congested and safe.” 
It was 
his contention that if this p hrase 
was left in the ordinance p er­ 
taining to all town roads the 
town wou ld be liable for dam­ 
ages shou ld the roads p rov e to 
be congested and u nsafe. 
Many of the town residents 
p resent at the meeting v oiced 
comp laints abou t the abu se of 
p riv ate p rop erty by snowmobil 
ers and raised the q u estion of 
whether the element resp onsi­ 
ble 
for these 
abu ses 
wou ld 
abide by any ordinance. 
In v iew of the many q u estions 
raised and the general lack of 
answers, the board v oted to ta 
ble the ordinance u ntil fu rther 
information cou ld be gathered. 
Majestic ex p ressed the hop e 
that residents of the town wou ld 
contact board members and ex ­ 
p ress their v iews on the matter 
In other action, a hearing on 
a redu ction in tax es for senior 
citizens will be held at the reg 
u !ar board meeting in March, 
schedu led for March 9. 
A total of $39,000 was alio 
cated in the bu dget for p rimary 
work and general rep air of the 
44 miles of town roads. Su p er­

Gray said that Old Ford Road

slated for rep air and rep av ing. 
In resp onse to a comp laint 
abou t the u nsightly condition of 
the road leading to the town 
du mp , Cou ncilman John Bona- 
gu ra said that this was a con­ 
tinu ing “p eop le p roblem.”

M. Brett in his annu al rep ort to 
the Board of Fire Commis­ 
sioners. 
The chief noted in his rep ort 
that he feels the recommenda­ 
tions are of the u tmost imp or­ 
tance “in maintaining the p res­ 
ent lev el of efficiency and im­ 
p rov ing fire defenses of the 
city ’’ to cop e with p resent con­ 
ditions, and the p otential dev el­ 
op ment of the city he said 
now in p rogress. 
Brett said that recommenda­ 
tions for a su itable Fire Pre­ 
v ention Code for the city had 
p rev iou sly been made. 
“How­ 
ev er,” he noted, “this 
has achiev ed no concrete re­ 
su lts in sp ite of the fact that it 
has been reiterated 
for the 
p ast 12 y ears.’’ In commenting 
on the Code recommendation, 
the chief said fire offficials are 
cognizant of the fact that a p re­ 
v iou s administration cau sed a 
Code to be enacted by the Com­ 
mon Cou ncil. 
“The fact that the Code was 
nev er p u blished indicates that 
it was enacted for reasons other 
than p romoting fire safety in 
the city of Kingston.” ‘.he rep ort 
continu es. Brett u rged the Com­ 
mon Cou ncil to enact another 
Fire Prev ention Code and noted 
that that req u est is su bstanti­ 
ated by the Code Codify ing 


p loy ed by the city . 
Commenting on his req u est 
for acq u isition of p rop erty in 
u p town Kingston for a fire- 
hou se, Brett said that throu gh 
the p ast sev eral y ears there has 
been “sp oradic p ressu re’’ from 
div erse sou rces to mov e the 
Wiltwy ck Fire Station from its 
p resent site.

don’t think so. The poll is alw ays the third 
party in the arena, exerting relentless pressure 
on the com b atants, w hether they adm it or not. 
Let’s take Newburgh Academy , for ex ample.' 
The incredible Goldbacks humiliated Middle­ 
town High. 128 20, just a few day s after the 
New York State Sports Writers Association, in 
its collectiv e wisdom, had relegated the Gold­ 
backs to the No. 2 spot in the state poll, be­ 
hind St. Agrees High of Rockv ille Centre, Long 
Island. 


Did NFA murder the Middies because they 
were miffed ov er the No. 2 rating and w ere' 
try ing real, real hard? Not so, ex plained New­ 
burgh Coach Mickey Burkoski. 
But in his 
im mediate reaction to NFA’s slight decline, 
the one-time all-ev ery thing at Newburgh had 
other thoughts on the subject. 


FIRST, BURKOSKI told our scholastic ex­ 
pert, M ort Laffin, tha t “ it’s nice to b o rated 
No. 1, b ut we don’t pay too m uch attention to 
the polls.’’ M om ents later, in the sam e tele­ 
phone conversation, 
Burkoski re shaped his 
thinking. 
“ It’s the first tim e I ever' heard of a No. 1 
team b eing dropped while 3 till m aintaining an 
undefeated record.’’ lam ented Burkoski. He 
had a solid point. “ M avhe.” he went on. “ the 
voters are just, interested in point scoring. If 
tha t’s the case, w e'll just have to try and give 
them som ething to think ab out.” A threat? 
M ayb e. 


Many observ ers and not a few fans saw a 
correlation between the large NFA miff and 
the subsequent destruction of the hapless Mid­ 
dies. Here again, a case can be made from 
sev eral v iewpoints, but more of that later. » 


THE SPORTS PUNDITS b ased their de 
motion of NFA on the strength of St. Agnes’ 
72 67 victory over De M atha High, a perennial 
high school pow erhouse in M an land. There 
w ere sly job s, too. that the Newb urgh sched­ 
ule was not im pressive enough. Tn other words. 
St 
Agnes w as b eating tougher opponents and 
deserved the rating. 
By the tim e certain aspects of the St. Agnes 
win over De M atha had b een exposed, it was 
too late. The M iddies had b een destroyed. 


Against the Middies, Newburgh was a team 
inspired, a team on a mission, it seem ed. The 
first quarter ended in an unbeliev able 31-ft. It 
was 71-8 at halftime and 93-17 when Burkoski 
made his first two lineup changes. 


There w ere extenuating circum stances that 
dictated B urkoski’s decision to stay with his 
regulars as long as ho did. the b leeding hearts 
notw ithstanding. The team had not played sev­ 
eral days prior to the M iddletown gam e and 
would b e idled several days after. The coach 
felt the players needed the work to stay sharp.

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The Questions About Laos 
No Plans, J ust Assurances 


WASHINGTON (AP) - With 
President Nixon Consulting key 
national-security advisors,- the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee has asked for informa­ 
tion about a rumored U.S.-South 
Vietnamese operation near the 
Laotian border. 
Nixon held an unannounced 
meeting with some of his high­

There was no indication any 
decision was reached in Nixon's 
meeting with Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers; Secretary of 
Defense Melvin R. Laird; Adm. 
Thomas Moorer, chairman of 
the J oint Chiefs of Staff; for- 
eign-policy advispr Henry Kis-1 
singer, and Richard Helms, di­ 
rector of the Central Intelli­ 
gence Agency. 
The Washington Post reported

near the Laotian border Tues­ 
day. “ preparing to raid Viet­ 
namese Communist bases and 
supply lines in Laos with U.S. 
air support. 
“ Operating with them. U.S.

about 9.000 American troops, 
who are under instructions to 
halt at the Laotian border when 
cross-border operations begin," 
the newspaper reported. 
Rogers insisted last Friday 
that unlimited U.S. airpower 
will be available anywhere in 
Indochina to protect GIs with­ 
drawing from South Vietnam. 
He refused at that time to dis­ 
cuss whether the assurance was 
related to any planned offen­ 
sive. 
Sen. J .W. Fulbright, D-Ark., 
chairman of the Foreign Rela­ 
tions Committee, said he can't 
understand why Rogers failed to 
tell the panel last week about 
plans for the operation which 
some foreign newsmen say al­ 
ready is under way. 


Fulbright said the secrecy- 
covered operation reminds him 
of last April when Rogers testi­ 
fied before the committee two 
days before the start of the U.S. 
incursion into Cambodia. 
“ He didn’t mention that ei­ 
ther.” Fulbright said after the 
committee voted to summon 
Rogers, and Laird as soon as 
possible for testimony about the 
operation—in open session 
if 
possible. 
Rumors of some massive al­ 
lied assault into the Laotian 
panhandle, designed to destroy 
Communist supply lines leading 
into South Vietnam, Laos and 
Cambodia from the north, have 
been building since last Friday. 
U.S. officials, here and in Sai­ 
gon. have refused to discuss the 
rumors.
